The Commissioners had 
bought the cars through a state agency, because 
they were available at a lower price. Naturally, the 

price of a car purchased frem a state purchasing 
agency would be lower than from a private dealer. 

Private car dealers pay taxes. State purchasing 

agencies do not. The same principle applies int,, 
everything from tax-exempt federal electric pow- 
er to government printed envelopes. 

In noting the incident, a local Oregon editor 
asked, “Just how far are the citizens of this state 
going to go in allowing state agencies to compete 
with local taxpaying private businesses?” A lot of 
people in a lot of states could well ask themselves 
this same question. ,

This type of chemical warfare, 
though aimed mostly at roadside 
growth, is dangerous to much 
more than the woody plants it 
kills. Many of our most popular 
wildlife species have been crowd- 
ed from good farming areas into 
the ditches in order to live. 

Pheasants and cottontail rab- 
bits in the southern part of Mich- 
igan are hard-pressed to find a 
mene to survive these days. In 

the northern. part of the state, 
ruffed grouse feed young broods 
on insects and other foods grown 
in the roadside ditches. So do 
hordes of our most beautiful and 
popular songbirds. 

The old roadside mower was 
bad enough when it chopped. up 
the growth along the highways 
and byways,-even though it 
might be necessary from a safe- 
ty standpoint. Delayed mowing, 
however, can still spare wildlife. 

Early and frequent chemical 
spraying of the roadsides is an 
entirely different matter. Sum- 
mer-long spraying programs by 
the road agencies can put a ser- 
ious dent in wildlife populations. 

Possibly, the highway depart- 
ments have feit left out. They 
seem to have been passed by 
when briekbats have been toss- 
ed at poise agencies who are 

buting to the pollution of 
cur environment. There are 
those of us who feel that road- 
side spraying is also a type of 
environmental pollution that 
might well be eliminated.
